LONDON, Jan. 23, ~(New York World Ca-
blegram = Special  Telegram.)—The  break-
down of the progecution of Ivory will be de
bated in the House of Commons, probably on
Monday, on an amendment to the address
In reply to the queen's speech by Mr. Healy
demandifg a parllamentary inguiry Into the
administration of the secrel service fund,

out of which police spies llke Jones are
puld.
Michael Davitt, who iIntends to take¢ a

prominent part in the debate, sald toa World
ropresontative today: “We have enough evi-
dence of ineltement to orime by Jones in
Ireland and of Scotland Yard's complicity In
the plot to warrant us in demanding that
Jones whall be placed on trinl, We alsa have
knowledge of communications whlch passed
between Scotland Yard and the Irish police
hoadquarters in Dublin castle showing that
Seotland Yard tried to Induce the Iriah po-
lee to give Jones facilities for promoting
n dynamite conspiracy in Ireland. HBut for
onee the Irieh police declined such over-
tures,

“My apecial information on the Ivory case
compels me to belleve that Ivory was an n-
nesent dupe of a gang of pollce agents.”

Mr. . K. Taylor, Q. €., who defended
Ivory, being asked by a World representa-
tive whether Ivory belloved that he had beeu
1edl Into A trap by Tynan, Kearney and
Halnes, replled: “lIvory 8 a slmple, honest
fellow, slow to belleve evil of his friends.
He I very réserved In expresing an opin-
lom of these three men, but I can safely say
that he ks doubtful of their integrity. Be-
youd that I cannot go. If you want my
own opinlon from my knowledge of the case
1 may tell you that the entire evidence cov-
era them with susplelon of baving played
Ivory fajue.”

Mr. Mclutyre, the former distriet attorney
of New York, who cane over to assiat in the
dofonse of Ivory, sald to a World reporter:
“T had to formally take service as clerk to
an attorney In Lobndon In order to qualify
for ndmission to the jail to see Ivory. Until
T did that the home seoretary absolutely re-
fused to give me permisslon. [ belleve that
the reason the government abandoned the
prosecition was because Informer Jones had
bolted from the care of his Scotlund Yard
colleajgues and refused to appear on the wit-
Dose #tand,"

TASSARSINATE ASQUITH."

An American witness who came over with
Lawyer Mclntyre was prepared to testify
that Jones sald In a meeting of the 1rish
Nutional alllance: "It Is useloss to ask the
rofease of pollticul prisoners by meetings.
Let us mesuesinate Asquith, and that will
quickly open the prison doors.'

A World representative was in the House
of Commons lobby Friduy night when
Michacl Davitt communieated this ciroum-
stance to the former home secretary, Mr
Aagquith, Mr. Davitt sald: “This fellow
Jones, whom you were supporting out of the
kecret sorviee fund when home secretacy,
tries to repuy you by inciting to your as
wsaination.”

Mr. Asquith was shocked at the disclosure
He replied: “1 assure you I pover kiew
of Jooes' existence untll he waa produced
at the Bow Street pollee court *

Mr. Davitt  answered: “'Of course not;
thien splea are the proteges of Scotland
Yard, whose chilefs, Dr, Auderson snil Major
fiorelin, take good care to toll the home
secrotaries nothing of their porformupners.
But they use them periodicalls to blacken
the character of Irishimen by promoting these
dynamite consplracies.'”

Mp. Asquith shook his head mourniylly,
but officiul etiguette prevented him glv!t;;:
auny opinlon on Mr, Davitt's statement.

The Marquis of
Salisbury's dlg at Prince Blsmarck in hin
apecch In the house of lords on last Tuesday
fppears to have towched a sore point in Ger
many. The premier sald, refesring to the
arbitration treaty, I don't esy it will re-
move the greatest risks of war. 1 do not
sy it will restrain a Napoleon or a  Dis-
marck.'

The North German Gagette, commenting
upon the reference to Prinee Bismarck, re-
fers to the arbitration trealy as “a treaty
to prevent quarrels over trivial details,” and
ropudiates the comparison of Napoleon with
Prince Bismarck, wherein the North German
Gazette sees “another Hlustration of Brivisl
induztrial and commercial Jenlovsy."

The Kreuae Zeltung says the Marquis of
Zallsbury, Iostead of mentioning the names
of two powerful personages, would have
done better to bave openly admitted that
such treatios are of Httle use, “since they
must be repudiated In o all lopstances In-
volving vital natlonal Interests.'

Mr. Balfour
said the royal commissldn, which Nhad In-
vestigated the fOnancial comdition of Ire-
land and reported that country to be over-
taxed to the amount of £2,760,000 had been
egullty of sins of omlssicn and had refused
to dizcuss Inrge classga of facts which
should be Investigated, Therefore, he added,
the government proposed to take gteps to
compliete the Investigation. , Mr. Balfour
now hopes the address will be voted ecarly
next week.

# foothold in Great Britain as roemote, owing
to the excellent sanitary conditions. But,
on the continent, the feoling of alarm lus
olenrly Increared during the past weok,
and the continental press demunds the most
rigotous Inspection of everything lmported
from India.
